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Presentation 


The School of Community and Public Affairs (SCPA) is one of five colleges of 
Concordia’s Faculty of Arts and Science offering a unique interdisciplinary education 
focussed largely on the study and analysis of public policies and state-society relations. 
The academic year 2004-2005 marked the 25" anniversary of the School. 


Over the past five years, the SCPA has experienced remarkable changes in institutional 
status and academic purpose. Until the late 1990s, the School offered an undergraduate 
program derived largely from courses of other departments of the Faculty of Arts and 
Science. It did not exist as degree-granting unit and relied on 1.5 faculty members 
directly attached to the School and between 8 and 12 fellows, faculty members from 
other departments. In 2000-2001, the School was allowed to offer a new graduate 
diploma in Community Economic Development and hired Dr. Eric Shragge, formerly of 
the School of Social Work at McGill University, to head this new program. In 2001- 
2002, the School implemented its own undergraduate Major in Community, Public 
Affairs and Policy Studies, with a majority of courses drawn from the college’s own 
curriculum. 


In 2004-2005, we strengthened our two academic programs by hiring Dr. Martine 
D’Amours, a specialist in labor policy and the sociology of non-standard work. Dr. 
D’ Amours joined the School as Assistant Professor in July 2004. 


Academic 


Faculty and teaching resources 


The SCPA currently has a faculty complement of 3.5, established as follows:

In addition, the Hon. David MacDonald completed a ten-year stint as Adjunct Professor 
teaching our Senior undergraduate seminar, and acting as resource person and policy 
specialist in residence. 


Two other practitioners also contributed their expertise to teaching two of our key 
courses: Ms. Theodora Samiotis, Director of Federal Affairs and Health Policy at Wyeth 
Canada and a graduate of the SCPA, gave our course on Public Affairs Strategies, and 
Mr. Michel Tremblay, retired senior economist at the Royal Bank, gave our course on 
Economics for Public Policy and Community Development. 


The graduate diploma in Community Economic Development, was also able once more 
to benefit from experienced community practitioners such as Norman Nawrocki, Frances 
Ravensbergen, Josée Belleau, Aziz Choudry, Colin Bérubé, Denise Nadeau, Lise 
Latrémouille and Colin Bérubé, and from seasoned academics like David Newhouse 
(Trent), Wanda Wuttunee (Manitoba), Jean Panet-Raymond (Montréal) and Ghislaine 
Guérard (Concordia). 


Staff 


The School’s academic staff relies on the support of Mr. Perry Calce, Academic 
Programs Coordinator and Curriculum Development, and Ms. Cristina Ochando, 
Administrative Assistant. In his capacity, Mr. Calce recruits and advises students, 
supervises internships and assists the Principal and the Graduate Program Director in 
their administrative duties. Ms. Ochando oversees budget, answers requests from students 
and the general public, liaises with other units of the university and assists the teaching 
staff with administrative and ancillary issues. 


Enrollment 


Every year, we receive between 125 and 150 applications from students in CEGEP and 
other Canadian universities seeking admission in our undergraduate Major. We recruit on 


average between 40 and 45 new students, and 30 to 40 accept our offer. In 2004-2005, 38 
new students registered in the School’s undergraduate program. 


In our graduate diploma in Community Economic Development, we process about 50 
applications every year and admit about 30 new students. In 2004-2005, we admitted 32 
students; two deferred their admission and four eventually dropped the program before 
the end of the first semester. The program carried a cohort of 26 new students through the 


year. 
Internships 


As part of their regular course of studies students enrolled in the undergraduate Major 
must complete a practicum in some aspect of community and public affairs. Such 
practicum takes the form of a three-month internship, usually held during the summer 
between the second and third year of the program. Placements are drawn from the private 
sector, government and community service organizations. In 2004-2005 interns were 
assigned to the following organizations:

Academic and program development 


Since 2002, the SCPA has been involved, in partnership with the Center for Native 
Education, in the development of a new undergraduate interdisciplinary program in First 
Peoples Studies. After thorough consideration by the Faculty Curriculum Committee, a 
full proposal was submitted to the Social Science Chairs in winter 2005. It was agreed 
that the proposal should be submitted to Faculty Council for approval later in the year 


conditional to minor corrections. The document will be brought to Faculty Council in 
early fall 2005. If approved by the various bodies of the university and by CREPUQ, the 
program will be housed initially in the SCPA. 


The Graduate Program Director, Dr. Eric Shragge, has also been working on the 
development of Masters in Community Development. This proposal is currently being 
examined by the Faculty Curriculum Committee. 


International 


The Ukraine Project 

The SCPA has been working through the year in partnership with the Institute in 
Management and Community Development and the Canadian Bureau of International 
Education (CBIE) to deliver an intensive seven-week program in Community Economic 
Development (financed by the Canadian International Development Agency — CIDA) 
during the summer of 2005 in the context of CBIE’s Community Economic Development 
Ukraine Project. The main goal of this project is to provide Canadian expertise in 
community economic development to a wide variety of partner organizations in Ukraine 
and facilitate community empowerment and initiatives in that country. In July, 2005, ten 
academics from Uzhhorod University and Cherkasy State Technological University will 
begin the seven-week program. Dr. Eric Shragge and Mr. Perry Calce have been largely 
responsible for organizing and bringing this initiative at Concordia. This particular 
project is scheduled to be offered again in 2006 and 2007. Another similar initiative 
involving Vietnam is currently being developed. 


Argentina 

In April, 2005, Dr. Martine D’Amours and Dr. Marguerite Mendell participated in a two- 
week seminar and international exchange at the Instituto de Investigacion y Formacion en 
Administracion Publica of the National University of Cordoba in Argentina. They were 
part of a delegation of Montreal scholars specialized in various aspects of social policy 
invited in Argentina to attend an international conference on contemporary social policy 
and to hold lectures and seminars at the National University of Cordoba. This initiative 
was co-sponsored by the Institut national de la recherche scientifique (Urbanisation, 
Culture et Société), Concordia’s Karl Polanyi Institute of Political Economy and the 
National University of Cordoba. 


Research 


The full-time faculty members of the SCPA are all active, successful research scholars 
who are the recipients of SSHRC and FQRSC funds. Altogether, they are currently 
managing, as principal investigators, $439 227 worth of research grants and contracts 
from different sources. In addition, as co-investigators, they are involved in several, 
large, national research projects and centers. Over the past three years they have taken 
part in multi-university research initiatives that have been awarded $8 693 807 in total.

First sustainability co-ordinator appointed at 
Concordia

Melissa Garcia Lamarca’s involvement in the student-run Sustainable Concordia Project has 
turned into a two-year contract as the university’s first sustainability co-ordinator. 


Melissa has a BA in geography and economics from McGill and a graduate diploma in 
community economic development from Concordia. 


_ From its inception in the summer of 2002, she was the auditor for the Sustainable Concordia 
Project (SCP), researching the university’s social, ecological and economic practices with a 
view to making them more sustainable. 


She was one of the authors of the project’s report (you can read it at 
www.concordia.ca/sustainability), and worked closely with student groups in raising funds 
and support. She defines sustainability as the synergy the between ecological, social and 
economic goals and actions. 
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The SCP has an advisory board that includes faculty and staff with passion for such issues. 
This has led to a number of academic initiatives, notably a geography course on 
sustainability. It has also sparked student initiatives in design, bookkeeping, and other 


subjects. 


Thanks to SCP activism, Concordia’s shuttle buses now run between campuses on fuel that is 
two per-cent biodiesel. 


In her new position, Melissa will try to implement the recommendations of the Concordia 
Campus Sustainability Assessment, and encourage sustainability initiatives among 
administrators, faculty, students and staff. 


For example, a group of students has been working on a proposal to rehabilitate the large 
space on the fourteenth floor of the Hall Building, where the Biology Department housed its 
greenhouse before relocating to the Renaud Science Complex. 


Based on a feasibility study by students in the GEOG 3988 class, the SCP and the Concordia 
Student Union have launched a campaign called R4 Concordia: Rethink, Reduce, Reuse and 
Recycle. The idea is to educate and encourage the university community on waste 
management practices,

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Activism is where your friends are, Say veterans of 
struggle 


School of Community and Public Affairs professor Eric Shragge provided an insider’s history 


of the Quebec community movement, including a blunt assessment of its recent travails, at a 
panel discussion on Sept. 17: 


The 1960s saw the emergence of a grass roots community movement in Quebec, including a 
vital English-speaking anti-poverty movement, which Shragge joined as a young social 
worker, 


“That was when poor people began to take and demand control of their own lives, and 
mobilize and organize, occupy welfare offices and struggle for social justice.” 


By the late 1970s and early ’80s, however, countervailing forces began to erode and strain 
this community-level social safety net. 


“A combination of massive inflation and unemployment, a redefinition of economic 
production away from blue-collar towns and neighborhoods, closing of factories in Montreal. 


“Instead of the state saying, “This is a crisis, we really have to do something about it,’ they 
created an enemy out of the poor and the working class, engaging in union-bashing, wage 
freezes and cutbacks.” 


The response of the community sector was surprisingly passive. “You would think that people 
would get really pissed off and mobilize. N o, they became junior service providers. There was 
a shift from a highly politicized sector to an innovative, creative, service sector.” 


Shragge allows that community groups had little choice for this defensive posture. 


“They were stuck; the state was withdrawing services. They saw increasing poverty. In acts of 
solidarity, they created new services like food banks, so that people could survive. And with 
some exceptions, the organizing and mobilizing agenda of the community sector started to 


disappear.” 


Shragge is been encouraged by signs of a return to more activism, and he called for an 


increasingly oppositional approach to complement the service model “if we do political 
education, if we mobilize and try to touch people’s lives, and not give up the idea of making 


demands on the system. 


“We shouldn’t say, ‘We're in a neo-liberal system and a globalized world and the market is all 
we've got.’ If we say that, it will be realized for sure. If we make demands, then maybe we'll 


win some victories along the way.” 


The next speaker, New York-based social activist and author Rinku Sen, said that a similar 
disengagement of the state from social services occurred in the U.S. in the 1990s. 


“The right wing ran a tremendous 30-year campaign to undo welfare, and they won. In 1996, 
with the Welfare Reform Act, we essentially lost our welfare system. 


“You can no longer get income support because you are poor and you need it; now you can 
only get that kind of support if you work for it. There are a lot of inequities; if you’re working 
30 hours a week for your $200 welfare cheque, that’s less than minimum wage.” 


Sen said the key to battling such setbacks is an “inside-outside” strategy in which a 
sympathetic insider within an institution provides key support and information to activists. 


“The outsider’s job is to apply pressure that escapes the established channels of change and 
complaint — of due process — when they’re not working. The insider’s job is to open a space 
for the voice of the constituency [making demands] and to defend that constituency. The 
insider provides information to the outsiders.” 


Concordia Communication Studies professor Yasmin Jiwani agreed. “Institutions are not 
monolithic, but they are full of individuals with different alliances. How did feminism ever 
get off the ground with so little power? It was through alliances with ‘femocrats’ in 


institutions.” 


One institution that activists need to cultivate is the media. In Canada, according to J iwani, 
subtle censorship due to media concentration means that views outside the mainstream are 


often left out. 


She proposes that outsider activists to write for the alternative media. 


“The mainstream media often look to the alternative media for something new. It’s a way of 
galvanizing mainstream interest in a subject.” 


During question-and-answer period, the speakers were asked how to deal with fear. 


Jiwani responded that even in a democracy, where there is no fear of a secret police breaking 
down your door, “society does cultivate an internalized, paralyzing fear which says that if you 
do certain things, then you won't belong, but we-can find belonging within our own 


communities,” 


As an activist acquaintance of Shragge’s succinctly put it, “I guess do this because this is 
where my friends are.” 


The panel was the first event in this year’s Peace and Conflict Resolution Public Lecture 
Series.

Ke-engineering of Quebec draws fire from activists on 
panel

The current re-engineering of the Quebec state is really destruction of its cherished 
institutions, speakers at a Concordia panel argued recently. 


Louis Roy, first vice-president of the CSN, said the Charest government has broken records 
for voter dissatisfaction and manage to maintain those low numbers as a result. His union 
has taken up the fight against the current government because that is part of a union's 


mandate. 


“Everywhere in the world, any time right-wing g governments want to impose neo-liberal 
policies, the first line of resistance always comes from unions. That's because unions are the 
best organized to mobilize resistance.” 


He said the CSN would prefer to sit down to talk rather than fight, but the government has 
left no room for such an interchange. 


“There has been an inflation of rhetoric on both sides, and a growing chasm between the two; 
there is no common area for debate and dialogue. If the government doesn't want to 
negotiate, we have to react and make them listen, which is something very different from a 


_ dialogue." 


As if to prove his point, two of Quebec's three major political parties declined an invitation to 
send a representative to the panel; one accepted, but the designated spokesman failed to 
appear. "I don't want to criticize people who aren't here, but I live with this all the time," Roy 


said, gesturing at the empty seats. 


The sole other speaker was Alexandra Pierre, coordinator at the citizen's movement 
organization D'abord Solidaires. She said re-engineering is "a menace to our institutions, and 


public access to them." 


"This is the Quebec version of the IMF and World Bank reforms which have been 
implemented in the Southern countries of the world. We're seeing a steady disappearance of 
social services, deteriorating health care, cuts in financial support for students and 
environmental protection." 


Don MacPherson, Gazette Quebec affairs columnist and moderator for the event, asked 
whether the province still has the means to pay for public institutions, considering that 
Quebec is more indebted, taxed and poorer than the ROC. In addition, Quebec will soon have 


two retirees for every worker. 


Pierre answered, "The demographic crisis has been exaggerated, because we've greatly 
increased our productivity. The question isn't whether we're rich enough, because we've 
never been as rich as we are today. The question is whether we can escape from the narrow 
ideological framework of today's administration." 


At the federal level, the current ballooning government surplus is an cusmei: sign of apathy 
to public needs. 


"I simply don't believe them when they say that we can no longer afford the public services 
that we collectively decided, a long time ago, that we want and need. The proof is that 


governments amuse themselves with projects and schemes we don’t need, and waste money . 


on things like the sponsorship scandal." 


Roy said nationalist squabbling in Quebec has detracted from broader issues. "We became so _ 
polarized over the nationalist question that we lost sight of what else the state is all about. We 
don’t live in a sect; we live in a pluralistic society with many ideas, and those ideas must 


circulate.” 
The problem goes far beyond the ideologies of a given political party. 


"In two years, we'll be facing a choice between the Liberals and PQ again. No matter whom 
we elect, they will do what they want without consulting the public. The problem was not 
created by the Liberals; the problem is a democratic deficit in Quebec. We need to re- 
appropriate a political space where ordinary citizens can have a say in how the state is run.” 


The panel was organized by students of the School of Community and Public Affairs. 


Silver anniversaries | 


Science College and the SCPA celebrate 25 years of innovative learning 


wenty-five years ago Concordia’s Faculty of Arts and Science took the bold step of creating 


anew model, or more precisely five new models, for undergraduate education. The 

Faculty welcomed the arrival of several small units that would offer unique programs of 

study for a select group of students. Two of the colleges celebrated their silver anniversaries 
earlier this year. Now the School of Community Affairs and Science College take a moment to 
look back at what they have achieved and contemplate the bright future ahead. 

School of Community and Public Affairs 

Founded by Dr. Blair Williams with the assistance of Dr. Andrew Gollner, the School of 
Community 

and Public Affairs (SCPA) was originally aimed at training people who would eventually go 

on to work in government. The hope was that more anglophones and allophones would enter 
the Quebec public service, or other sectors focused on public policy and policy advocacy. 

Prior to 2000, SCPA students could only be accredited as “members” of the School. Since 2000, 
they now have the opportunity to pursue a major in Community, Public Affairs and Policy Studies. 
The major is an undergraduate program designed to provide an interdisciplinary training : 

and education in public policy analysis and policy advocacy by offering students a unique, 
bilingual university experience in a small, personalized learning environment. SCPA seeks to 
educate its students to be sensitive to the broad social, economic and political factors that are 
part of the public policy process. 

The SCPA’s current Principal, Dr. Daniel Salée, is especially proud of the school’s outreach 
mission. 

Through numerous, free-access public lectures, symposia, and public debates organized 

by its members, the school brings in scholars, activists, and policy makers of national and 
international reputation. As such, the SCPA acts as an important forum in the Montreal area for 
the discussion and understanding of the key policy, public affairs and community issues of our 
times. One of the school’s most ambitious current projects is spearheaded by the Canadian 
Bureau 

for International Education (CBIE) and involves collaboration with Simon Fraser University 

and two Ukrainian Universities: Uzhgorod National University and Cherkasy State Technological 
University. “We are working to train 10-12 professors from Ukraine in Community Economic 
Development,” explains Dr. Salée. “This kind of project, which has a practical and postive impact 
on international governance is a perfect demonstration of how we see the mission of SCPA.”

The school has also made an impact at home through a raft of impressive graduates who have 
left 

an important mark on Quebec and Canadian politics, notably Mario Dumont, Leader of the Action 
Démocratique party, Glen Murray, a former Mayor of Winnipeg. Other graduates typically go on to 
work in law, government, the social sector, and the media. 

One graduate, Theodora Samiotis, explained how SCPA’s program helped her to develop skills 
that ; 

would come in particularly useful when she eventually made it to Parliament Hill as an Assistant 
to MP Eleni Bakapanos: “It was working in Ottawa that | think my learning experience at SCPA 
served me most. My understanding of government and the, policy process allowed me to hit the 
ground running.” explained Samiotis. “I then spent two years at the Office of the Minister of 
National 


Defence as his special assistant for Quebec. Again, this was a memorable experience. My

from the SCPA were also useful as | was responsible for managing the various constituencies, 


MPs, 

policy makers, the military, etc. and providing political advice to the minister.” Samiotis eventually 
left Ottawa to accept a position as Director of Communications and Public Affairs for one of 
Canada’s 

largest and oldest pharmaceutical companies, Wyeth Canada. Again, her unique SCPA 
interdisciplinary , 

training has come in useful as she was responsible for all communications activities and 

acted as spokesperson for the company. 

In 1999, SCPA initiated a Graduate Diploma Program in Community Economic Development, the 
only program of its kind in Eastern Canada and the only one in the country to alternate 
languages. 

The school is now able to provide opportunities for continued studies beyond the undergraduate 
field for its students. ‘I’m proud of how we’ve grown,” adds Dr. Salée. “I think we’ve created

truly unique, which fills a valuable niche in the Canadian university system.”
